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GHRYUSOSGON 


"Eeavens! what women these Christians have! "cried 
the pagan philosopher Libanius whenhe was teld of 
the pure and noble life of Anthusa, the mother of 
Chrysostom. Widowed with two children at the age 
of twenty, Anthusa devoted herself heart and soul 
to the upbringing of her son. Chrysestom bere the 
impress of his mother's piety and leve of the Holy 
Scriptures throughout his life. 


The title of Chrysostom or "the golden-mouthed" 
was not given him until several centuries later, 
but Chrysostom's fame as acourageous anc eloquent 
preacher of the Gospel had been firmly estabiished 
in his own lifetime. Forceful and direct, and 
drawing all their power frow the Holy Scriptures, 
his sermons were te the crowds that thronged to 
hear him at Antioch earnest.calis.to repentance, 
So intentiy did the people listen that pickpockets 
could ply their trade among them. Sometines the - 
hearers broke out in tumulits of applause; -. other 
times they laughed or cried. Chrysoston never 
_ trusted te the inspiration of the moment; always 

he prepared his sermons with great care, sometimes 

eacing them. As a student and interpreter of the 
Bible and a plain powerful Gospel ; preacher, he is 
unsurpassed in the early Church. 


Chrysostom had a cheweezec life,. Born in Antioch 
in 347, he studied philosophy but left his pagan 
teacher Libanius to study the Scriptures under a 
Christian bishop, After three years of instruction, 
he was baptized at the age of twenty-three. In 
398, he was, against his will, made Patriarch of 
Constantinople and found himself at the head of 
the whole Greek church. This was no position for 
Chrysostom, His fearless attacks on the shameless 
imsorality of the day brought him finally before 
the Empress Hudeoxia. He had been reported te have 
said in the pulpit: “Again Herodias is dancing; 
again she demands the head of John." A Synod pack— 
ed with enemies condemned and banished Chrysostom 
for the second time, He died in exile in 407.
